OUR UPHOLSTERY—WHAT MONEY MAY 
BUY—RICH THINGS. 


The Rarely B eautiful Goods Rich People 
Put Into Their Houses—Luxury, 
A rt and Taste. 


The taste for the beautiful finds wide 
scope iu modem house-furnishing, and a 
home where wealth and taste go hand in 
hand is a joy forever to the artistic souL 
The successful upholsterer of to-day must 
per force be an artist, mast know how to 
blend colors and drape gracefully, never 
losing Bight of the beautiful, and yet al­ 
ways remembering that homes are meant 
to live íd, not merely to look at, and thus 
never sacrificing comfort to estheticism. 
GoDe are the days of spindle-legged chairs 
and straight-backed sofas ; the scats of the 
period are “ beds of ease,” luxurious nests 
which realize the dream of the Sybarite. 
Nor is it enough that the millionaire may 
select his seats among an almost unlimited 
variety of softly cushioned shapes; luxury 
goes farther still, and fits each member of 
the family with his or her especial chair, 
constructed with reference to taste, size 
and figure. 
AN EASY CHAIR. 
Not long since one of our rich men or­ 
dered a chair for his wife, whose weak 
hack craved rest w hich lying down did not 
always afford. 
The result was a rocker at 
once yieldiug and elastic, with gracefully 
curved back aud sofa cushions, the flexible 
springs of which adapted themselves to 
every movement of the occupant, giving a 
gentle yet firm support always to the weak 
spot, just as a careful nurse I10U 3 a young 
baby, and yet to the eye the chair seemed 
in no wise different from an ordinary 
cushioned spring rocker. 
Regular sets of 
furniture, all to match, are no longer the 
accepted style—instead the 
upholsterer 
makes a sofa, one large armchair and a 
smaller chair eu suite, and then varies the 
effect with fancy seats of all eorts, wicker 
chairs, ebouized or gilded and fitted with 
movable cushions ; dainty rockers, Lonis 
XV. chairs, with backs and seats wrought 
on tapestry in Gobelin designs of dragons 
and fleur de lis ; Turkish ottomans, which 
are merely frames holding piles of soft 
cushions ; tete-a-tete chairs, aud so ou in 
endless variety, blending colors and mak­ 
ing contrasts as carefully as a Horist makes 
up a bouquet. 
DRAPERIES, ETC. 
If double parlors are to be furnished, or 
a large parlor which calls for two sofas, 
the two are different from each other and 
yet harmonize—carpets, curtains and seats 
all uniting to form one harmonious whole, 
in which, however, there is no suggestion 
of sameness. 
But while all this calls for 
the hand and eye of an artist, the mate­ 
rials with which he workB leave small ex­ 
cuse for him who fails to use them to ad­ 
vantage. 
In draperies, for instance, which 
term includes curtains, portieres and lam­ 
brequins, and which are now such an im­ 
portant feature in upholstery, the materials 
are too numerous to be catalogued outside 
of a dry goods advertisement, ranging from 
rich Persian stuffs and Gobelin tapestries 
glistening with gold, at $40 and $50 per 
yard, or $22 for single width, to the pretty 
and inexpensive cretonne, costing perhaps 
as many cents as the former does dollars. 
Turcoman stripes, rich sheilas, giving the 
effect of rich plush, alike on both sides, 
are au economical purchase in spite of first 
cost, since, comparatively speaking, they 
last forever. 
CURTAINS. 
Beautiful curtains are made of silk-faced 
tapestry or satine in solid color, with wide 
dado or Persian tapestry framed in plash 
with straight valance at the top to match 
the dado. 
Portieres for a single door hang 
straight and smooth like a window-ahade, 
closing the door and forming a panel of 
tapestry framed in plnsh, to be swept aside 
at will with a touch of the hand. 
W in­ 
dows and double doors and the entrance 
to alcoves call for more voluminous draper­ 
ies, a full curtain on each side, and 
perhaps lambrequin above. 
Poles and 
rings are the one idea in cornices, and a 
slight pull on a silken cord fnrls the dra­ 
pery instantly, leaving door and window 
open, and closes it again as readily. 
LACES. 
Where the upholsterer famishes the 
mantel it matches the curtain, but in the 
present craze for art embroidery the ladies’ 
of the house often enrich this with their 
own needlework, in which case care must 
be taken to have it in harmony with the 
other fittings of the room for which it is 
designed. 
We know of one house in 
which curtains, portieres, lambrequins and 
table and piano covers are all the work of 
the mistreas, the material being heavy 
satin with plash dados and fringes em­ 
broidered by hand in point Husse stitches 
done in many-colored silks. 
Lace curtains 
also are in wide range, beginning with the 
cheap yet pretty Nottingham laces, and 
going up, up, until at last it reached the 
coatly Brussels point, which is fine enough 
for a dress, and wrought in applique fig­ 
ures on a hand-made net. 
Next to Brus­ 
sels lace in its varying grades comes the 
old-fashioned Swiss tambour, which is hand­ 
some enough to satisfy most persons, and 
then, lower still, is French guipure, mod­ 
erate in price and unrivaled in durability. 
Net centers, with borders and guipure al­ 
ternating with plain net stripes are the 
fashionable patterns iu these. 
Notting­ 
ham lace is chosen for bed rooms and for 
country houses. * In this the first choice is 
the Scotch guipure, which closely imitates 
the French fabric. 
MADRAS CURTAINS. 
Madras curtains, beautiful and effective, 
aro shown in bewildering variety. A great 
point in favor of them is that while they 
are gayly colored the figures and colors 
show on both sides and are visible inside 
and outside the window alike by night and 
day. 
Among choice designs are detached 
floral figures on a light ground, floral 
stripes aud a charming oriental effect in 
cross stripes of maroon and gold, picked 
out with pale blue. 
This last lights up 
beautifully, the maroon brightening into 
crimson and gold, Hashing out in all its 
gleaming brilliancy whenever the gaslight 
falls npon it. 
A desirable Btyle for back 
windows is shown in a Madras curtain with 
dado and border in oriental design, the 
center being in leaves on a dark back­ 
ground, the effect against the light giving 
the impresaion.of the pattern suspended in 
the air, or painted on the window, as the 
background disappears altogether as the 
light shines through. 
WHAT THE RICH HAVE. 
During the winter the deep windows of 
city houses have as many as three pairs of 
curtains and a pair of shadea ; thus, there 
are sash curtains of muslin next the sash, 
fastened back with ribbon bands in dia­ 
mond shape ; next there is the shade of 
glazed linen; then oome full curtains of 
muslin grenadine or lace, left to hang in 
flowing folds or else tied hack with rib­ 
bons, and finally, inside the room, are 
heavy draperies of rich damaBk, satin or 
raw silk. 
W ith the advent of spring the 
stuff curtains are removed, and only the 
two pairs of muslin or lace curtains and 
the shades remain. 
COUNTRY HOUSES. 
For country houses in midsummer the 
sash curtains and shades are sufficient 
drapery without flowing curtains, except 
in drawing-rooms. 
The sash curtains are 
gathered quite full at the top, placed di­ 
rectly against the window, drawn closely 
back to the sides at a point about two- 
thirds down in the length of the sash, and 
are then brought together at the foot; they 
are m03t often simply hemmed without 
any trimming, and the ribbons, with which 
they are tied may be white or colored to 
match the room, or else gimp bands are 
used. 
LUXURY RUNS RIOT. 
In furniture covering luxury runs riot. 
There are Persian tapestries gleaming with 
real gold thread, stuffs copied from the 
historic products of the Gobelin looms, 
rich East Indian fabrics, plushes, brocades, 
velvets, embossed plushes, beautiful hut 
delicate, since their soft 
pile 
flattens 
qnickly under wear, and all the long line 
of cheaper goods in silk and wool, down to 
the inexpensive and durable jutes, which 
copy surprisingly well the effect and de­ 
signa of richer fabrics, and which are the 
usnal choice for summer cottages and sit­ 
ting-rooms in homes of people of moderate 
means. 
Now and then a millionare, wish­ 
ing something unique, has some rich stuff 
woven to order from a special design, the 
pattern being destroyed after the weaving 
is done, to prevent all possibility of dupli­ 
cating it. 
* 


IN PHILADELPHIA AND NEW YORK. 
Some of the brocades in velvet, or plnsh, 
and satin, are evidently not intended for 
hard wear, but others, like the strongly- 
woven Oriental stuffs, unite rare beanty 
with great durability. 
“ Take this velours 
de Palerme, for instance,” said Mr. D 
, 


tenderly stroking a rich crimson velvet 
brocade, 
“ this ought to be handsome 
enough to suit anybody, and yet in con­ 
stant ase, with even moderate care, it will 
last a lifetime. 
But. then, rich people 
don’t care to have furniture last too long ; 
they like to change once in a while. 
Not 
so much, however, in Philadelphia ; people 
there hold on to a good thing when they 
get it, and merely have their furniture re­ 
covered occasionally, but in New York we 
had some wealthy customers who used to 
refurnish their houses now and then, as a 
kind of pleaaant excitement. 
Mrs. A. 
would take up the idea that Mrs. B.’s par­ 
lors were handsomer than hers, and off 
would go the old fnrniture (not old by any 
means) to auction, to give place to new. 
Then Mrs. C. would follow suit, and so on, 
some of them spending as much as $20,000 
in refitting parlors which were elegantly 
famished already, and had not a shabby 
thing in them .” 
BEDROOMS. 
Bedrooms furnished in cretonne are very 
stylish, especially when the furniture is of 
light wood, although by no means confined 
to use with such. 
Furnished en suite, the 
windows, mantel, dressing-table, chairs 
and lounge are all draped or covered with 
the same cretonne. 
Gther people have 
merely long curtains and dressing-table to 
match, together with the revolving dress- 
ing-chair and foot-rest for use with the 
dressing-table. 
There is no fixed pattern for lambreqnins 
except the straight vallance already men­ 
tioned ; the artistic upholsterer stnves for 
variety as much as does the clever dresB- 
maker, and drapes each window to suit its 
style and its surroundings. 
Thus the days 
are over which made possible the story of 
the man who entered his neighbor’s house 
by mistake for his own, not discovering 
the blunder until he reachéd the sitting- 
room, to find his neighbor’s family assem­ 
bled therein. 
Now homes bear the stamp 
of individuality, or at least of the uphol­ 
sterer’s versatility, and every room in the 
house has a character of its own. 
Of table-covers and upholstered tables 
there is literally no end—given the frames, 
and no material is too rich to he employed 
on them. “ W hat a lovely table-cover that 
would make !” exclaimed a lady in one 
of our large stores, stopping as the sales­ 
man unfolded a magnificent piece of plush, 
intended as a dress trimming. 
“ Table 
cover!” echoed the salesman, astonished. 
“ Surely, you wouldn’t put anything on 
it ?” 
“ Put anything on i t !” answered the 
lady, horrified at the idea. 
“ No, indeed ; 
who would want to hide such a table- 


LONGFELLOW’S "SKELETON IN ARMOR.” 


Sam W ard, in the "N o rth American 
Review,” tells this story of Longfellow’s 
“ Skeleton iu A rm or:” 
After breakfast 
he told me that he hid recently written 
a poem which smiled to him. but which his 
habitual counselors and companions—who, 
I presume, were Charlas Suinner, C. C. 
Felton and George S. Hillard -had frowned 
upon as beneath the plane of his previous 
lyrical performances. 
He then proceeded 
to read me “ The Skeleton in Armor,” 
which 30 stirred my blood that I took the 
manuscript from his hands and read it to 
him with more dramatic force than his 
modesty had permitted him to display, 
Th¡B may have been presumption on my 
part, hnt I remember when I came to the 
crescendo: 
•' As with his wings aslant 
Sails the fierce co:niorant, 
- 
Seekluv some rocky haunt 
With his prey- laden ; 
So toward the open in.in, 
Beattne to sea again 
Through the wild hurricane, 
. 
Bore 1 the miidou”— 
he sprang to his feet and embraced me. The 
doubting Thomases were at a discount that 
morning. 
This poem revealed to me his 
methods of work. 
After the emotions of 
mutual satisfaction had subsided, he told 
me that he had carried the scheme in his 
head ever since the previous summer, when, 
after having visited, with a cavalcade of 
my brothers and sisters—among whom was 
the present Mrs. Julia W ard Howe—the 
skeleton in armor, dug up at Taunton, and 
then visible in a museum at Fall river— 
since burned to the ground—he challenged 
my sister, in their home gallop over the 
Newport beaches, to make a poem out of 
the rnsty hauberk and grim bones they had 
been inspecting. 
“ T hat,” said he, “ was 
n early a year ago, and the poem only 
flashed upon me last week.” 
It wiil be 
remembered that the closing scene is laid 
" In that tower 
Which to this very hour 
Is looking seaward." 
I proposed to take the manuscript to 
New Yoik and sell it for not less than $50. 
On my return thither my first visit was to 
the poet Halleck, at his desk in the dingy 
connting-house of the primeval John Jacob 
Astor, in Prince street. 
We had often 
talked about Longfellow, and Halleck felt 
and displayed a liveiy appreciation of his 
genius, which he denied to the English 
laureate, whom we all venerate. 
The old 
poet was delighted with this new effu^jon of 
hi. younger lyrical brother, and knowing 
the value of his opinion in the eyes of our 
literati, I asked him to express his admira­ 
tion in a few brief words at the foot of the 
manuscript. 
If I remember rightly the 
inscription ran : “ I unhesitatingly pro­ 
nounce the above to be, in my opinion, 
Professor Longfellow’s finest effort.” This 
was duly signed, and I rushed down to 
Louis Gaylord Clarke, of the Knickerbocker 
Mai/azine, who 
stood 
aghast when 
I 
announced 
the 
price 
of 
this 
poem, 
he having only paid $25 for its prede­ 
cessors. 
The 
intrinsic 
beauty 
of 
the 
lyric, 
whieh 
by 
this 
time 
I . had 
learned to read with tolerable effect, over­ 
came a reluctance to which his poverty, 
not his will, consented, and I had pride 
and pleasure in remitting the $50 to Cam­ 
bridge that evening.

There w e iudicatioaB that the most for­ 
midable of the Eastern strikes m sy 1* 
abandoned, and it is to be hoped that the 
men w ill be persuaded to listen to reason, 
since nothing tn t suffering and injury can 
come to them from their present course. 
More than one hundred thousand workmen 
are now unemployed, and tiny no doubt 
represent nearly or quite half a million 
persone, whose lives arc thus thrown into 
confusion, and who are threatened with 
privation. 
Iu the irou trade the strikes 
have been peculiarly ill-timed, for instead 
of operating against the interests of the 
employers, and so exerting pressure upon 
them, the suspension of production is just 
what they can stand best. 
Thus we find 
B rw U trtti* stating that the manufacturers 
“ can as well afford to stand idle and let 
“ iron advance in price as to continue pro- 
“ duction on the proposed scale ; ” aud the 
same journal says that if they remain idle 
for three months prices will be enhanced 
and demand stimulated, “ and the evil of 
“ over-production be temporarily cured, at 
“ least.” 
The mill owners arc conse­ 
quently more firmly united than ever 
before, and the cause of the workmen is as 
hopeless as possible. 
Of course if the 
Trade Unions had been conducted with 
any intelligence and forea'ght this situa­ 
tion would have been recognized at the 
beginning, and the strikes would not have 
been countenanced. 
But the Unions have 
gone to work in their usual blind way, and 
the result is that they w ill in all proba­ 
bility merely waste their reserve fund, and 
may be crushed in the struggle. 
The 
workmen have been led to strike at the 
worst and 
most 
unseasonable moment 
which could have been selected, and thus 
their families will be exposed to unneces­ 
sary Butfering, and in the end, after wast 
ing precious weeks or months, the strikers 
will have to go to work on the old terms. 
But the mere money loas is not the whole 
nor the worst of the evils involved in these 
strikes. 
Local disturbances of labor una­ 
voidably lead to more or less drunkenness, 
violence, and even bloodshed. 
Already 
one riot has occurred in Chicago, anu 
several men have been injured, and it is 
certain that elsewhere, among the many 
thousands of idle workmen, there must be 
a great deal of debauchery and turbulence. 
All this reacts upon the wives and children 
of the strikers, who cannot help them­ 
selves. 
The Trade Unions, also, 
while 
professing to be the best friends of the 
workmen, arc, in more than one respect, 
their worst enemies. 
It is to their narrow, 
short-sighted and tyrannical rule that the 
dearth of apprentices in American work­ 
shops is attributable. 
In order to monop­ 
olize work as much as possible they refuse 
to allow more than a verj^few apprentices 
to be received. 
The consequences of this 
are twofold. 
Iu the first place the sons of 
American artisans are excluded from me­ 
chanical trades, and thus frequently driven 
into idleness and vice. 
Iu the second 
place foreign artisans are imported in in­ 
creasing numbers, aud take the places 
which ought to be filled by the sons of the 
American mechanics. 
Thus the narrow 
and foolish policy of the Union defeats its 
own ends, and makes the condition of the 
members woVse instead of tetter. 
It may well be questioned whether these 
Unions are not transgressing the rights of 
citizenship in undertaking to exclude ap­ 
prentices. 
W e believe that any combina­ 
tion having for its object the establishment 
of a monopoly in the means of earning a 
livelihood is in conflict with the Constitu­ 
tion of the United States. 
W e should like 
to see where the Unions obtain their 
authority thus to shut the doors of many 
trades against the rising generation. 
The 
subject is one which calls for governmental 
action, in fact. 
No man and no number of 
men are entitled to say that any American 
boy shall be excluded from any trade. 
To 
allow such a right on 
part of any com­ 
bination wonld be to admit that the free­ 
dom of the citizen can be set at nanght, 
and tbe Constitution and laws be overrid­ 
den at pleasure, by any bandful of men 
who choose to arrogate to themselves these 
powers. 
Whenever 
it can be shown 
that a Trades-Union has prevented Ameri­ 
can boys from learning a trade, the law 
ought to stepiu and break up the organiza­ 
tion which has thus abused its opportuni­ 
ties. 
Self-protection never includes the 
right to injure others who are keeping 
within their own privileges, and if it has 
to be said that in the United States to-day 
the assumed privilege of every lad to learn 
a trade is dependent upon the autocratic 
will of the Tiades Unions, we might as 
well cease talking about the “ freedom ” of 
tbe country. 
K oristhisall thatthe Unionsdo. By keep­ 
ing out American apprentices they enlarge 
the opportunities of foreign workmen, and 
the latter do put for the most part join any 
labor organizations, but constitute an ele­ 
ment of nnorganized labor which can al­ 
ways be utilized to oppose strikes with. 
Thus in Maryland recently a large number 
of Austrian miners were eogaged to take 
the place of strikers, and their presence 
enabled the mine owners to go on without 
any stoppage, while the strikers found 
themselves thrown out of employment, 
very probably permanently. 
The Unions, 
however, appear to learn nothing from ex­ 
perience, bnt go on in their old heedleBS 
fashion, piling np their blnnders in every 
direction, squandering the money of the 
poor fellows who have delivered themselves 
over to their incompetent guidance, and 
scoring a dozen disastrous failures for 
every success in their enterprises. 
They 
have not even sense enough to discover 
what is most hurting American Labor. 
They strike for higher wages on a falling 
market, and at 
the 
same 
time 
con­ 
tinue to approve the Protectionist policy 
which is responsible for the enhancement 
of the cost of living, and for that over­ 
production which has mado it impossible 
for the manufacturer to advance the scale 
of wages. 
W ith their organizations they 
might, if intelligently conducted, compel 
Congress in one year to revise the tariff, 
and so remove the worBt drawbacks from 
commerce and the manufactures. 
But so 
long as they closo their cars to the advice 
of their friends, and follow only demagogues 
and ignorant leaders, they will be punished 
by sharp suffering, and they will dud that 
the Trades Unions are productive of very 
mach more harm than benelit to them. 
The strikes this year are already destined 
to failure, and this failure was predicted 
long before they were begnn.

THE PROSPECTS OF KANSAS. 


The progress of Kausas in population 
and wealth during the past ten years has 
been extraordinary. 
That State has been 
applying a well-devised immigration sys­ 
tem, and as a result has outstripped all the 
rest of the Union in growth. 
A recent dis 
patch gave some interesting statistics of 
her prosperity and prospects, but the cen 
sus shows most clearly how she has been 
advancing of late. 
For instance, in 1S70 
she had but 3S.302 farms, and in 1880 the 
number of farms had risen to 1S3,00C)| 
This shows an increase of nearly 150,000 
farms in ten years, and no other State ap­ 
proaches this rate of growth. 
California 
during tho decade ending in 1SS0 only 
added 1*2,000 farms to her list. 
If there 
were no other States to make comparisons 
with, this might have passed as evincing a 
fair rate of growth, but when we see that 
Kansas had more than twelve times as 
many new farms in the same period, it is 
ueccssary to realiza that we are being 
very literally left behind in the race. 
Illi­ 
nois, with 50,000 new farms, Indiana with 
30.000, Iowa with 60,000, Kentucky with 
50.000, and several other States, have all 
beaten ns, but Kansas by far the most 
badly. 
If, however, we have the sense to 
adopt her methods, and advertise and can­ 
vass for settlers, there is no reason to doubt 
that we shall in the next ten years very 
largely increase our population. 
It is cer­ 
tainly time that we went about the work 
seriously, and with a spirit eqnal to the 
importance of the undertaking. 
Already 
several private efforts are being made, but 
it is desirable that the State should be en­ 
listed openly and fully in the work, and 
we hope that the next Legislature w ill 
take measures to this end. 


JOHN 
ROACH'S 
DILEM HA. 


John Roach, the notorious subsidy beg­ 
gar, is just now between the horns of a 
dilemma. 
For years he has been asserting 
that he could not compete as a ship-builder 
and engine and hoiler-maker, with Euro­ 
pean manufacturers, because the workmen 
he employed demanded higher wages than 
the "pauper labor” of Europe received. 
He therefore required special protective 
measures in the form of navigation laws 
and high tariffs, and his demands were 
acceded to. 
He got all he wanted in the 
shape of obstructive legislation, in fact, 
but it Beems that he has two policies, one 
for CoDgress and the public, and the other 
for his private business. 
For the New 
York boiler-makers have struck for higher 
wages, and they have asserted that there 
was only a single obstacle to their success, 
and that was John Roach. 
So it appears 
that this patriotic gentleman, who cannot 
compete with European labor because he 
has to pay higher wages to American 
workmen, will not pay those higher wages 
if he can avoid doing so, but will resist the 
demands of his men for an increase of pay, 
even while he is being assisted to pay such 
higher wages by the whole country. 
This, 
however, is a fair example of the humbug 
and fraud which characterize all the Fro- 
tectionist practices. 


THE 
SENATE AND 
THE 
TARIFF 
COM­ 
MISSION. 


It is most probable that the Senate 
will ctJhlirm the President’s nominations for 
the Tariff Commission, bnt if Van W yck 
can get his resolution for an open debate 
passed, it w ill be quite possible for the 
Free Trade members to show that such a 
Commission ought to be rejected. 
The 
Senate, on the Republican side of it, has 
here an opportunity to do a wise thing, 
but we do not expect that the wise thing 
will be done. 
In spite of the danger 
signals hung out all over the country in the 
form of labor strikes and depression in 
manufacturing and commerce, we fear the 
Republicans will go on blindly clinging to 
that inequitable, stupid and fntile fiscal 
system which has already done so much 
harm, aud that even this palpable impost­ 
ure of a Tariff Commission will be con­ 
firmed and allowed to contribute its share 
to the precipitation of a convulsion which 
threatens to destroy the party found up­ 
holding the tariff. 
The sagacity of poli­ 
ticians in these days appears to bo an 
unknown quantity, hut when the storm 
they are preparing bursts upon their heads 
they will perhaps retain sense enough to 
realize that it might have been averted.

W a s h in g t o n, June 11th —A short bill 
was pssied by the PeDate last Friday, wl,l:h 
is of considerable importance to the Union 
Pacific system of railroads, and especially to 
the Kansas Pacific Railroad Company. The 
Kansas Pacific, although in possession of a 
grant of lands of nearly 4,000 000 ceres in 
Kansas and Colorado, has evaded payment 
of 
local taxes on more 
thau 
3,000.000 
acres, 
by 
refusing to 
pay the cost of 
survey. 
By law patents 
are withheld 
until the costs of survey have been paid, and, 
therefore, the title of the land romaies in the 
Government, so that State and county taxes 
cannot be laid upon them and collected. 
Whenever a farmer bays any of the land and 
desires a patent, the company pays all the 
costs of survey, and procures one for him. 
The Kansas Pacific unpatented lands in 
Kansas are reported to be worth $13,000.000, 
and by the methods already described the 
State and counties are deprived of $240,000 
per annum 
in taxes. 
The 
bill passed 
by the Senate provides that inpatented 
lands belonging not only to the Ksnsss Pa­ 
cific, hut to any other company in the Union 
Pacific system, shall, nfter they have been 
surveyed, and after the compauy has become 
entitled to receive patents on payment of the 
cost of surveying, etc., be subject to State 
and Territorial taxes, to the same extent as 
they would be if completely conveyed and 
pateuted te the companies. 
There are no 
published statistics showing the number of 
acres granted to other roads in the Union 
Pacific system, surveyed but not patented, 
and therefore not subject to loe .1 taxation. 
A little over a year ago the Commissioner of 
Railroad Accounts reported that titles granted 
to the Union Pacific, Central Pacific, Central 
Branch ot the Union Pacific, Sionx City and 
Pacific, and the Burlington and Missouri 
Companies, amouoteiLto nearly 41,500,000 
acres, of which there has been patented by the

8,338,000’ acres. 
The valu of the com 
panic»’ uusold 
lands was estimated at 
$39,000,000. 
The 
hill 
reported 
by 
the House Committee contains an important 
provision, creating a sinking fund for the 
Kansas Pacific, Sionx City and Pacific and 
the Central Branch of the Union Pacific 
Companies. 
It proposes to amend the Sink­ 
ing Fund Act of 1878, so that tbe aun- ' 
$1,200,000 required to be paid to the credit - 
the fund by the Central Paci6c on February 
1st of oach year shall be paid in two install­ 
ments, on April 1st and October 1st of oath 
year, and the sum of $850,000 required to be 
paid by the Union Pacitic shall be in like 
manner divided into two installments.

C in c in n a t i, Jane llth .—The Italian resi­ 
dents held memorial exercises in honor of 
General Garibaldi to-day. 
Although there 
was raiD all tbe afternoon, a funeral cortege 
paraded tnrough the streets, in which was a 
funeral car containiog a column beside which 
stood a young woman representing Italy, 
with other living figures representing phases 
of Garibaldi’s career. 
This was escorted by 
pall bearers and a procession.

i m i «put able righ', they say, of the Irish to 
live on their o un soil. 
It is the right, and

On these grounds the 
national movement has the approval of 
pries' s and Bishop.e, end even the Pope, aad 
of all just and generous men without distinc­ 
tion of race or creed ; bnt it is notorious that 
the means often employed are utterly sub­ 
versive ot social .order. 
The address specifies

means 
as 
refusing to pay just 
debts, and preventing payment by others ; 
injuring neighbors in persan or propterty; 
forcibly resisting the law, and forming secret 
societies and obeying the orders thereof. The 
Bishops say that under each of these heads 
numerous offenses have been committed, the 
fearfully prominent among them being the 
hideons murders which even at the present 
moment disgrace oar country and provoke the 
anger of God and his church.

law's of hydrostatic*, that teach him water can 
rise no higher than its source, are not more 
certain than the canviction as to this our in­ 
ability to accomplish the wished-for end. 
It 
must bo done t<y God Himself. 
God has 
promised the remedy—that He will take out 
of man the heart of stone and give him in­ 
stead a heart of flesh. 
But for this God 
Himself is the efficient cause. 
He pro- 
scrioes to Himself the high cffice of accom­ 
plishing this thing. 
L et us review His 
scheme of salvation, gather ttreegth from 
Ills promises and the knowledge of His 
power. 
To any condition we may be in He 
is able aud willing to respond.

Conscience, the reproaches of

If he comes 
illuminated by the entrance of truth, and 
then comes conviction, the man remem­ 
bers the reproaches of conscience when he 
first broke the law.

Reception of the Grand Incchonoe by the 
Sacram ento Tribes 


Saturday evening, at Turner H all, the four 
Tribes of the Improved Order of Red Men 
that are located in this oity gave a public re­ 
caption at Turner H all to Charles H. Litch- 
man, the Grand Iticohonee of the Order, who 
U rnakiDg a brief visit to this coast. 
There 
wa» a good attendance, but the ball was not 
crowded as had been anticipated. 
The exer­ 
cise* proved interesting and kept the atten­ 
tion of the audience. 
J . P. Counts presided, 
supported by P . G. S. J . P . H . Wentworth, 
P. G. S. Grove L. Johnson, G. J . S. Charles 
E. Spencer, G. C. of R. .W. S. W inn, and by 
Chiefs George Turner and A. Andrews. 
Mr. Count», with a few remarks on calling 
to order, stated the object of the meeting. 
The Firet A rtillery Band then played an 
overture. 
P. G. S. Grove L. Johnson was 
then introduced. 
He said the Order needed 
no eulogistic speech from him. 
Its works 
spoke for it. 
Its members needed* no en­ 
couragement in 
remarks from 
him—they 
knew its virtues 
and 
continued 
in its 
good 
work*, 
and 
they 
arc 
sufficient 
encouragement. 
B ut the 
outsider might 
l>e interested 
in 
knowing something iu 
detail toncerning the Order, and he was glad 
to say that there was present one who was 
eminently fitted by education and eloquence 
to enlighten them, and besides he was the 
head 
of 
the 
Order, 
the 
Great 
In- 
cohonee of the Great Council of the United 
State*, Charles If. Litchrnan. 
I t had been 
assigned to him to welcome the Groat Chief 
to the State and the city of Sacramento. 
In 
doing so he desired to impress upon his mind 
that the welcome it was his privilege to ex­ 
tend in behalf of the Red Men of Sacra­ 
mento was cordial, hearty, aud in all the 
warmth 
of true 
fraternal 
regard. 
He 
but echoed the feeling* of tho hearts of the 
Sacramento brotherhotnl, and of every mem­ 
ber in Sacramento, when he extended to him 
a sincere welcome. 
He knew of none better 
fitted than the Great Incohonee to " preach ” 
to the pale faces touching the Order’* true ob 
jsct, aud lie invited him to do so. 
He 
sketched hriifly the history of the four 
Tiibes in Sacramento, aud concluded amidst 
applause. 
A fter music by the band, M r. Litchrnan 
was introduced. 
He spoke clearly, frsely, 
and with much earnestnes®. 
He has a pleas­ 
ing delivery, is positive and conche ia his 
statement*, and i* possessed largely of the 
graefs of oratory aud ha* a tine com­ 
mand of language. 
He began by saying 
that he felt it uot only a duty, but a pleasure 
be could not iu words fully express, to ac­ 
knowledge the fraternal greeting extended by 
the Red Men of Sacramento. 
In all ways 
they had manifested toward him not only the 
courtesies that his official station might have 
merited, but a warm brothei ly hospitality 
and a sincere effort, and a successful one, to 
make hi* visit one of unalloyed pleasure—lit­ 
erally, they had found him a stranger and 
had taken him in. 
O at of the fullness of hi* 
heart hi* mouth spake. 
H e then entered 
upon a history of the Order. 
He fketobed it 
first from the staudp' int of the official his­ 
tory issued by 
the 
G reat Council, 
in 
which the 
origin 
of 
the 
organization 
is dated in the year 1812, during the 
last war with England, and iu Fort MifHia, 
ou the Delaware, and as having originated 
from purely patriotic motives among tho 
soldieis of that command. 
How, at the 
close of the war. they carried the Order with 
them into civil life, and how it was reorgan­ 
ized in 1834 and took on its present form. He 
analyzed the motives that led the soldiers of 
Mifflin to found the society, and sketched 
the molding process by which it dropped all 
other and took on the garb of a fraternal 
organization, having for its chief corner­ 
stone the principles of 
H Freedom,” the 
bonds of “ Friendship” and the work of 
“ Charity,” these three being the watchwords 
and motives 
of 
this 
American 
Order. 
He then 
took 
up the historic theory 
that 
dates 
the 
Order 
far 
back 
iu 
the revolutionary days, which doctrine is 
warmly maintained by Lindsey, and who is 
still continuing hi* researches in that direc­ 
tion. Should he make good his claim*, how­ 
ever, the speaker propose! to p u tin a claim 
for his own State, aud to show that the tak­ 
ing on of the form* and customs common to 
the American aborigine for special organized 
efforts and aims was first made manifest in 
the celebrated “ Boston tea party.” From 
this he passed to a review of the present ob­ 
jects of the Order, which are unsectariau and 
impolitic**, and} wholly fraternal, charitable, 
helpful, and calculated to advance men in the 
social aud moral peale. 
On these snpjects he 
spoke at length, and with occasional passage* 
of wit and humor, as he referred to the ritual, 
the adoption of the customs of Indians as 
type* for “ work” in the tribal organiza tion*, 
and gave the reasons therefor. 
He spoke for 
some forty minute*, 
was frequently ap­ 
plauded, and was listened to with close atten­ 
tion.

LIBERAL UNION. 


The Liberal Union held a meeting at 
Turner H all last evening to receive D. M. 
Bennett, of New York, an advocate of the 
" Free Thinkers’ ” cauae. 
There was an ex­ 
ceedingly large attendance. 
The stage was 
very handsomely dressed in flower*, the dis­ 
position of the bouquets, wreaths, baskets 
and festoons being made with excellent taste, 
and so 8s to produce the most harmonious 
effect of color combinations. 
Judge S. Solon 
Hoil presided, and was supported by a num ­ 
ber of Vice-Presidents aud officers of the 
organization. 
After a brief speech of intro­ 
duction by the Chairman, Mrs. Fitch and 
Mr*. Godley sane a duet. Miss Pryor re­ 
cited “ The Deed of a M an.” 
Mr*. Fitch 
sang “ Sweet Agnes.” Judge Holl then made 
au interesting address, in whiqh he protested 
in favor of free thought and m ental liberty 
against “ the rigidity of creeds.” In conclu­ 
sion he told who M r. Bennett was, how he 
had been recognized as an apostle of free 
thought and had been persecuted for its sake. 
Free Thinkers had then determined to send 
him about the world to visit the seats of the 
chief religions of the earth. 
He had made 
the trip and was now en route for his home. 
He then introduced Mr. Bennett, a man of 
about 60 years of age, slow and uninterestiug 
of speech, having a poor command of lan­ 
guage, and not manifesting, at least by his 
delivery or recital, any remarkable mental 
capacity. Conscious of his inability to enter­ 
tain an audience by word of mouth, the 
speaker, after three-quarters of an hour, and 
when many of the auditors began to retire, 
stated that he made no pretensions as a 
Bpeaker, and th at it had been a mistake to 
announce him as such. 
He was an editor, 
and had very seldom occupied the rostrum. 
Ill* lecture consisted mainly of a recital of 
the namc-s of the place* he had visited and 
some of the chief things of interest to be 
seen in Scotland, Ireland, W ales, England, 
Rotterdam. Amsterdam, Germany, Berlin, 
Dresden, Vienna, Trieste, Athens, Constan­ 
tinople, Smyrna, Cyprus, Beyrout, Syria, 
Palestine, Balbec, Damascus, Egypt, In ­ 
dia, China, etc. 
He compared briefly the 
forms of religion as represented by the Brah­ 
mins, Buddhists, Mohamedans (and^ Chris­ 
tians, and gave a brief outline of the impres­ 
sions his observations had made, the sum of 
which was that all religions had sprang from 
the fears and pleasures of men in the worship 
of nature, and that there is more superstition 
in the world than he had dreamed of.

was, however, nothing new in the lecture, and 
no recitals concerning which his auditors were 
not already familiar, 
Mr*. Godley ^ang a 
tolo. J . L. Y ork then made a brief and 
spirited address, and after a duet by Mrs.

A powder magazine won b ruc’c by lightning 
Friday night at Davenport, In. 
Freight ratea from New York to the West 
will be^uearly doubled after July let. 
A drummer for a Louisville firm was found 
in the streets of New York Friday, innine. 
There me a treat cumber of private land 
claims not je t filed in the Interior Depart* 
meat. 
Mrs. Mary Seyboldt of Chicago poisoned 
herself and her four children Frid»y night on 
account of domestic unhappiness. 
Mrs.* Maggie Langren fell from a third* 
story window at Chicago Saturday, receiving 
injuries from which she died soon after. 
Official crop reports from all parts of the 
South and West show an increase in acreage 
of all cro{* except cotton, and a chance of a 
good yield. 
• 
Ex-Vice-President Wheeler declines the 
appointment on the Tariff Commit si on, for 
the reason thst his health will not permit 
him to undertake the task. 
The President has commuted the sentence 
of Edward M. Kelly, who was to have been 
hanged in New Mexico on the 281 instant, 
for murder, to imprisonment for life. 
A contract has been made with the Six 
Companies at San Francisco, Califorc.i«, for 
nne thousand Chiuese to be employed in New 
York and throughout the East in the manu­ 
facture of cigars. 
The Emigration Commissioners at New 
York report focd and water bad on the 
steamers Surry and Nemesis, and to bad 
water is attributed the death of the children 
of Geo. R. Cohen. 
According to Commissioner McFarland, of 
the General Land Office, a larger amount 
of public lands will have been disposed of 
during the year ending June 30, 188*2, than 
during any other vear since the establish­ 
ment of the General Land Office. 
Saturday morning James Murray and Ben­ 
jamin Green, of Providence, commenced a 
prizefight for $300 a side at Coney Island, 
N. Y ., and the light-weight championship of 
Rhode Island. 
The police appeared after the 
third round, and captured Murray and his 
seconds. 
The rest escaped. 
Reports come from Patrick county, Va , 
to the effect that 5,000 persons in that county 
are starving. 
The drought last year greatly 
curtailed corn and other crops in that local­ 
ity. 
In many portions' of the county hun­ 
dreds of people are crowding around the set­ 
tlements imploring aid. 
Contributions have 
been taken up in different parts of the coun­ 
try. but have not been sufficient to relieve the 
sufferings of these people. 
FOREIGN. 
Dervisch Pasha treated the late Egyptian

There is much apprehension in England < f 
the existence of a conspiracy to murder land­ 
lords and farmers. 
The fire at Balli, Russia, has extended to 
the naphtha wells, and is only likely to cease 
when the materi <1 is exhausted. 
Russian peasants have again attacked the 
house of Count F. Bobrin ski. 
A sanguinary 
conflict ensued and several persons were 
killed. 
. 
Davitt is severely criticised for his new de­ 
parture, and it is intimated that he h eager 
to displace Parnell as the head of the Land 
League. 
Outrages of a daring character occurred at 
Roscommon, Carrick-on-Shannon aud Castle 
Island, Ireland, almost simultaneously with 
the murder of Bourke. 
A Madrid dispatch Rays there is some dis­ 
turbance at Palma in consequence of the 
seizure of the goods of tradesmen who have 
refused to pay the new license tax. 
The prospects of progress in the British 
Parliament are dubious, the Paruellitee beiog 
re-enforced by several English Radicals, who 
are sticklers over legal defects in the re­ 
pression bill. 
Information has been received that an en 
siueer and fifty-two mechanics have reached 
Honolulu, and are building a marine tram­ 
way there. 
This is ths initiative step to­ 
wards the establishment of a Canadian line 
of steamera to the Sandwich Islands and 
China. 
Reports have been received of a mysterious 
foundering of the Biitiah steamer Penedo, on 
May 8th, near Porto Sintc, in the Madeira 
Islands.

PACIFIC COAST.

The Grand Chapter of Royal MasonB of 
Oregon met at Portland Saturday. 
In a runaway accident at Merced Satur 
day, a Chinaman was shockingly injured. 
The State Fireman’s Touinament will be 
held at Sauta Cruz to-day and to morrow. 
Taylor, who shot Peterson at San B;rnar 
dino, and then wonnded himself, died Satur­ 
day morning. 
James Bohacan, convicied in the Superior 
Court of Nevada of robbery, wss sentenced 
to seven years’ imprisonment at Folsom.

Moses Staples was seriously hurt Saturday 
by a log rolling cn him at Wiggins’ wood 
camp, about one mile from Hot Springs, Lake 
Tahoe.

Saturday. The next session will be held at 
Seattle. 
Mason and Beebe, Carrie Bradley’B attor­ 
ney», charged with attempt to bribe jurors, 
are bound over at Portland, Or. 
The case is 
being now investigated by the Grand Jury. 
Captain Strachan, master cf the British 
steamer Annarly, has been fined at Portland, 
Oregon, $1,650 for carrying thirty-three pas­ 
sengers in excess of the measurement law. 
The fino was paid. 
Captain Alfred H. Seal was instantly killed 
at 6 o’clock Saturday evening at J. Rear & 
Co.’s lumber yard, San Diego. He was build­ 
ing a launch there, and a heavy piece of lum­ 
ber that was biing hoisted up broka loose 
and struck him on the side of the head, prob­ 
ably breaking his neck. 
On Saturday the authorities of Nevada 
county found in an old hog-pen, twelve miles 
below Grass Valley, an insane Chinaman, 
who has been confined there for two months 
without any clothing except a few old rags. 
He was almost dead from hunger and thirst 
when brought away.

of the same foul deed repeatedly since.

fore the complaint had b?en sworn out, fear­ 
ing that he might be lynched by the outraged 
community, he ran away on foot through the 
page brush towards the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road.

COAST 
AND 
STATE. 


An opera house is under construction at 
Hailey, Wood river. 
The building will be 
30 by 120 feet, and two stories high. 
A 
troupe of twenty-five performers is being 
organized to open the seasoD. 
Near Beckwith the young grasshoppers 
have hatched ont and are very thick ; the 
people are much discouraged, and fear that 
this year's crop will be ruined. 
This is 
the sixth successive year that the pests 
have devastated this unfortunate valley. 
A Saint, who has counted them, says 
there are fifty-three cld women in Salt 
Lake who are habitual drunkarda, and not 
a day passes but a number of them can be 
seen staggering through the streets of 
Zion. 
As they are all old members of the 
Mormon Church, comment is nnnecess- 
sary. 
A Vallejo Yosemite party left that place 
Tneaday morning about half-past 6, on their 
camping trip through Yosemite vallry. 
There were about twenty-six persons in the 
party, and two stage coaches from Calis- 
toga were used to convey them ; a covered 
wagon was taken along to be used as the 
commissary department. 
The following item is from the Riverside 
Press: 
In May, 
1SS0, A. P. Johnson 
planted 2,000 Muscat grape cuttings in 
vineyard form, and in the fall of 18S1 he 
pat up from these 2.000 youug vines fifty 
boxes of raisins, worth $2 per box, while 
the lowest estimate for yield for the pres­ 
ent season is 300 boxes of raisiBs, worth 
8600. 
Tbe coal oil refineries at Alameda Point 
are turning out 230 barrels of refined oil, 
or 1,000 cases, per day. 
Fifty barrels of 
the crude oil are furnished by the wells in 
the Santa Crnz 
mountains, 170 barrels 
come from the wells in the San Fernando 
range, and tho remaining thirty or forty 
barrels required daily are from points near 
Los Angeles.

The wool clip of Jackson county, Or , 
w ill be somewhat les3 this spring than last, 
as many sheep were sold and driven out 
of the country last season. 
A Urge sum 
ber have been sold this spring also, but 
most of them were sheared before being 
driven away. 
The wool is rather cleaner, 
and therefore of better grade than usual. 
Sales have been so few as yet that prices 
are not fixed. 
A good ledge of ore has been struck in 
the Jackson mine at W illow valley, owned 
by D. and C. Ebaugh. 
They ran about 
800 feet of tunnel and sunk two or three 
shafts before finding the pay chute, but the 
prospects now are they will soon take out 
enough gold to pay for all their labor and 
perseverance. 
Backs of 260 feet can be 
obtained, the tunnel draining tbe ground to 
that depth. 
A whim is about to be put up 
by the ow n ers—[Nevada Traascript. 
The Vallejo Chronicle says : 
The Secre­ 
tary of the Navy, in reply to a letter re­ 
cently written to him by a citizen of V al­ 
lejo, asking if some arrangements wou'.d 
not be made shortly to dispose of the con­ 
demned machinery and iron at Mare Isl­ 
and, as he desired to purchase a portion of 
it, stated that it would not be sold, as it 
was the intention of the department to 
establish a rolling mill at Mare Island, and 
then all the condemned material could be 
worked up without loss to the Govern­ 
ment.

do so much damage ys by comiDg up Fleaa- 
aat valley. 
Frank Dickinson is in from bis Winne- 
mncca valley ranch. 
He says the crop 
prospechwas never better than now. 
Mr. 
JJickinBon says the farmers in his section 
will have better crops than for years past. 
Mr. Lemmons, from Peavine, ia in high 
spirits over the outlook. 
H is crop o f hay 
and grain promises a better return than 
ever before. 
He has twelve acres of rye 
already in the head. 
It was sown last fall 
and has not been touched since. He thinks 
that all the sagebrush land in this section 
wonld grow good crops of rye if seeded in 
the fall, without water. 
The last rain 
came in time to save the crop. 
Had it not 
been for that not over half the usual crop 
of hay or grain could have been raised. 
Long valley farmers are also in high glee 
over the looks of their grain fields. 
The 
bay and grain crops on the Truckee mead­ 
ows are looking splendidly—never better. 
Farmers generally do not apprehend any 
serious trouble from the grasshopper pest. 
So, take it all in all, our husbandmen are 
prospering, and are sure to realize good 
results from this year's labor,—AReno Ga­ 
zette.
